“Behold, | come quickly” ~ the Son of God, 

Who said these words to John, His beloved disciple, 
is coming very soon to take back His chosen ones 
according to the convenant He has made. Is there 
a Second Coming? Will it take place?. The Son of 
God who told of His arrival has not turned up for 
a very long period of two thousand years, All those 
who proclaim His Gospel very sincerely are feeling 
weary and tired because of the delay in the arrival, 
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Now, why is there such a delay, in the 
promise He has made?. All prophecies stated. in 
the Scripture regarding His birth, life, death and 
resurrection are fulfilled except His Second Coming. 
The delay in His coming back in all glory with his 
angels, has thrown many into a kind of complacent 
attitude. They have even stopped waiting for that 
great occasion; they have turned their attention to 
fulfil their personal needs - pleasure seeking, 
craving for everything that is in the world and the 
lust of their eyes. They also boast of- what they 


have done. But one thing, we should all remember 
- For the time is at hand; He has already 
forewarned us through John in the book of 
Revelation: 


“He that is unjust, let him be unjust still; 
and he which is filthy, let him be filthy still; 
and he that is righteous, let him he righteous still; 
and he that is holy, let him be holy still; 
And behold, I am coming soon! 

My reward is with me, 
and I will give to every one according 

to what he has done.” 


(Revelation 22:11,12) 


Hence the genuine workers of His vineyard 
are eagerly looking at the sky every day when they 
wake up from the bed in the dawn and before they 
go to sleep. The repeated phrase uttered during the 
whole day in the midst of their work is: 


“And the Spirit and the bride say, “Come!” 
And let him that heareth say, “Come!” 
(Revelation 22:17) 


But still He has not yet come. God gave this 
revelation of his Son’s Second Coming unto His 
Servant John, which in turn must be shown unto 
His servants about things which must shortly come 
to pass. 


The oft mentioned ath in the book of 
Revelation is 


“For the time is at hand.” 


It rings like a refrain of a ballad, almost 
ringing mildly into the ears of the listeners. The 
musical tone bears gentleness and at the same time 
there is a majestic splendour as it reminds people 
incessantly to be ready for the grand ceremoney - 
the Day of the Lamb to be united with His bride. 


What about other prophecies that are spoken 
in the Scripture? Are they fulfilled? Do those 
prophecies stand valid before the eyes of people? 
To what extent have such prophecies stood the test 
of time and proved true? About the birth of this 
Son of God, Jesus Christ, it hath been revealed to 
the prophet Isaiah. 


“Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear 
a son, and shall call his name Immanuel.” 
(Isaiah 7:14) 


The prophecy continues : 


“For unto us a child is born, 

unto us a son is given, 

and the government will be on His shoulders. 
And He will be called 

Wonderful counsellor, Mighty God, 


Everlasting Father, Prince of Praca” 
(Isaiah 9:6) 


The end of that suffering servant hath been 
spoken by Isaiah the prophet, in the following 
manner : 


“He hath no form nor comeliness; and when 
we see him, there is no beauty that we should desire 
him. He was despised and rejected of men; a man 
of sorrows, and acquainted with grief; Like one 
from whom men hide their faces; he was despised, 
and we esteemed him not, 


Surely He hath borne our griefs, and carriea 
our sorrows; yet we did esteem him stricken smitten 
of God and afflicted. vt yuan 

But He was wounded for our transgressions, 
He was bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement 
of our peace was upon Him; and with His stripes 
we are healed... 


He was oppressed, and He was afflicted, yet 
He opened not his mouth; He is brought as a lamb 
to the slaughter, and as a sheep before her shearers 
is silent, so He openeth not His mouth... 


He hath poured out his soul unto death; and 
he was numbered with the transgressors; and he 
bore the sin of many and made intercession for the 
transgressors. 


(Isaiah 53 : 3,4,5,7,12) 


To fulfil these prophecies of historical events 
there comes forth a grand scene of dramatic 
significance with the story of the all powerful and 
mighty Son of God, our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. A Virgin, by name Mary conceived in her, 
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a babe that is of the Holy Spirit. Her child was 
called Jesus, for he was chosen to save His people 
ftom their sins. “Now all this was done, that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken of the Lord 
by the prophet saying, “Behold, a virgin shall be 
with a child, and shall bring forth a son,” and they 
shall call His name Em-man-u-el, which being 
interpreted is, “God with us.” 

(Matthew 1:22,23) 


The dramatic scene shifts now to the temple 
in Nazareth, where he had been brought up; he 
went into the synagogue on the sabbath day as was 
his custom and stood up to read. 


And there was delivered unto him the book 
of the prophet E-sa-ias. When He had opened. the 
book, he found the place where it was written : 


“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because 
he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the 
poor; He hath sent me to heal the broken hearted, 
‘o preach deliverance to the captives, and recovery 
f sight for the blind, to set at liberty them that 
are bruised... 


And he closed the book, and he gave it again 
to the minister, and sat down, And the eyes of all 
that were in the synagogue were fastened on him, 
And he began to say unto them, This day is this 
scripture fulfilled in your ears,” iY Sy yd 

(Luke. 4:16-21) 


Another new scene unfolds at Golgotha, the 
place of skulls. Exactly as the prophetic saying of 
the Old Testament, speaks of crucifixion, here do 
we see Him being crucified between transgressors 
and interceding for them to His heavenly Father. 
Again the prophecy about the division of His — 
garment was also fulfilled, “This happened that the 
scripture might be fulfilled which said, they divided 
my garments among them and cast lots for my 
clothing.” 


(John 19:24) 


Was there any note of His resurrection 
mentioned anywhere? As we turn the leaves of the 
last chapter of the book of Luke, we come across 


these verses : 


“And they found the stone rolled away from 
the sepulchre. 
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And they entered in, and found not the body 
of the Lord Jesus. Two men in shining garments 
told them, “He is not here; but is risen! Remember 
how he spake unto you when he was yet in Galilee? 
The Son of Man must be delivered into the hands 
of sinful men, and be crucified and on the third 
day rise again.” 


“Then they remembered His words.” 
(Luke. 24:2-8) 


PROMISE OF POWER FROM ON HIGH 


Our Saviour’s command to the Apostles is : 


“Tarry ye in the city, until ye be endued 
(clothed) with power from on high”. 
(Luke. 24:29) 


It is an experience so definite that one could 
know whether he had received it or not. The same 
thing is clear from Paul’s very definite question to 
the disciples at Ephesus. 


“Did ye receive the Holy Ghost when ye 
believed?” (Acts. 19:2) 
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Paul evidently expected a definite “Yes” or i 
definite “No” for an answer. There should not be 
vagueness @ indefiniteness in our answer. One may 
be regenerated by the Holy Spirit and yet not be 
baptised with the Holy Spirit. The disciples at the 
last supper were found regenerated but not baptised 
with the Holy Spirit. To be regenerated by the Holy 
Spirit is entirely different from the baptism with 
the Holy Spirit. When Jesus says, “ye are clean, 
but not all,” he means that there was one 
unregenerate man, Judas Iscariot, who was not 
clean. Regeneration does not bring completion in a 
man, but the Holy Spirit, the comforter does. This 
comforter can come only when Jesus goes back to 
prepare mansions for us. This is stated concisely in 
Acts 1:8. “Ye shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you; and ye shall be 
witnesses.” 


When a man is baptised with the Holy Spirit 
there will be new power, a power not his own, but 
“the power of the Highest!” 


The baptism with the Holy Spirit is the Spirit 
of God coming upon a believer; He takes possessio 
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of all the faculties of a believer imparting to him 
gifts not naturally his own. The Spirit of the Lord 
qualifies him for the service to which God has 
called him. The timid Peter becomes a bold rock, 
remains unshaken in his faith and proclaims the 
word of God in a thunderous voice. Every word of 
Peter goes smashing people’s stony hearts with 
power and conviction. Very strangely he who spoke 
against suffering, wrote one full chapter on suffering 
- suffering for the sake of Christ! 


Baptism with the Holy Spirit is a necessity, 
Jesus said. Jesus charged them not to depart from 


Jerusalem, but to wait for the promise of the Father: 


“For John indeed baptised with water : but 


ye shall be baptised with the Holy Ghost not many ~ 


lays hence.” He has strictly charged his followers, 
lot to take up that great mission that was entrusted 
o them without receiving power from above. This 
power is necessary for their work, he said. His 

illowers who had taken training under their Master 
or three full years did not start their work. They 


new well that they had to proclaim Christ’s 


achings to the world. Mere preparation or training 
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was not enough to go out and work. He instrweted 
them “not until then” - they should begin their work 
after they are baptised with the Holy Spirit. God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy’ Ghost 
and with power so that he went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppressed by the devil. — 


To do effective service for God, the baptism 
with the Holy Spirit is very essential. Any Christian 
who is doing God’s service without this baptism 
should stop his service then and there, where he 
does and should wait patiently at the Lord’s feet 
until he is “clothed with power from on high.” 


The followers of Jesus waited patiently singing 
and praising God to receive the power. They were 
waiting in obedience to their Lord’s command. Did 
they lose anything when they left the world and its 
affairs for Christ’s sake? No; They came out shining 
victoriously with boldness, preaching the word of 
God and shaking the nations. 


Many Christians are of the opinion that the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit experience is meant for 
the Apostolic age alone. No; the Bible is the only 
definite book, which gives a definite answer that 
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this possession of power is to be inherited by all, 
by all ages, Otherwise, there would not be a verse 
like this in the book of Joel. 


“1 will pour out my spirit on all people 
Your sons and daughters will prophesy, 
Your old men will dream dreams, ) 
Your young men will see visions. % 

(Joel 2:28) 


The same prophecy is quoted by Peter on the 
day of Pentecost. He said that it had been fulfilled 
when the Holy Spirit came on Jesus’ disciples. Paul 
also mentions that God would pour down His spirit 
upon Jews and non-Jews without distinction. When 
Peter addressed the crowd, people were cut to the . 
heart as his words came out with power and 
conviction to them, They asked Peter and the other 
apostles, . 5 


“Brothers, what shall we do?” 


Peter replied, “Repent and be baptized, every 
one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
forgiveness of your sins. And you will receive the 
gift of the Holy Spirit. The promise is for you and 
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your children and for all who are far off-for all 

whom the Lord our God will call.” (Acts. 2: 37-39),

Here Peter distinctly asserts that the gi of 

the Holy Ghost, “the promise” - is for all believers 

in all generations. According to the word of God, _ 

this promise of power is given to men of all ages. 

Now we are living in-an age of Holy Spirit who is 
keeping His dominion over us all. 


We have now come to a place where there is 
a deep sense of fulfilment of the prophecies of the 
Old Testament. A mysterious figure Messiah 
emerged as the prophet foretold; He was a suffering 
Servant and through his suffering on the Cross, he 
provided a way to redeem the entire world. His 
suffering was of immense value to all Jews who 
were scattered. 


They are also chosen to undergo the 
experience of the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
In fact, times of suffering had tested and refined 
the true people of God. What next? The Son of 
God has to appear on the clouds in all glory with 
ihe retinue of angels, and blasting sound of the 


trumpets. 
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[2] A FLASH BACKWARD — 


The angels who proclaimed the birth of Jesus 
to Virgin Mary, Joseph and shepherds and the angels 
who told of His resurrection to Mary Magdalene and 
other woinen, also spoke of His Second Coming to 
his disciples. 


“After he said, he was taken up before their 
very eyes, and a cloud hid him from their sight. 


They were looking intently up into the sky as 
he was going, when suddenly two men dressed in 
white stood beside them. 


“Men of Galilee”, they said, Why do you stand 
here looking into the sky? 


This same Jesus, who has been taken from you 
into heaven, will come back in the same way you 
have seen him go into heaven.” (Acts 1:9-11) 


Jesus Himself, like the angels, spoke of His 
second Coming. The book of John ends with a moving 
cene in which Jesus asks Peter; 


“Simon son of John, do you truly love me?” 
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This was a painful reminder to Peter f his 
denial of the Lord, three times before the people. 
Then Peter is reinstated into the Great Commission 
of preaching the gospel to nations. When Peter saw — 
John following him, he asked, A 


“Lord, What about him?” peels 


Jesus answered, “If I want him to remain alive, 
until I return, what is that to you?” 


(John 21:22) 


We must take note of the words which were 
casually thrown to the listening ears, “Until I return.” 
It sounds as if someone were to go out somewhere 
for some time and then come back soon. The followers 
of Jesus, ever since then, had been eagerly waiting 
for His return. The believers are seen actively 
involving themselves in the great commission, and 
waiting for His return. 


The last supper Jesus had, with His beloved 
disciples, is a more touching scene in the book of 
John. Each one is moved to tears as Jesus began to 
speak of His going back to His Father. They listened 
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to his moving talk, with tears welled up in their eyes. 
Those eleven fearful men did not comprehend what 
he meant by “going away” and sending a “comforter” 
to them. He meant that he was leaving the earth to 
return to His Father. But the spirit of the Lord would 
come and reside in their body. 


“IT will not leave you as orphans; 
I will come to you.” (John 14:18) 


“IT am going away and 
I am coming back to you.” (John 14:28) 


“In a little while, you will see me no more, and 
then after a little while you will see me.” 
(John 16:16) 


“Now is your time of grief, but I will see you 
again and you will rejoice, and no one will take away 
your joy.” (John 16:22) 


The words of Jesus are fulfilled one by one - 
except His physical manifestation. The scholars of 
theology use the term “Epiphaneia” which means 
manifestation. 
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The Day of sie =lordiwilf eben lay glorious 
celebration in heaven and on earth. It is likened to a 
grand wedding feast of the only son of God, the — 
bridegroom and the redeemed soul of his bride. 
Preparations are being made on all sides #vithe’ 
heavenly procession of thé bridegroom with angels 
and the chosen bride here on earth. 


“When the Son of Man comes in His glory, and 
all the angels with him, He will sit on his throne in 
heavenly glory.” 3 

(Matthew 25:31) 


The coming of the Lord is spoken of by Paul, 
when he visited Thessalonica, at one of his crucial 
moments of distress he faced, from all corners. He 
was longingly waiting for the moment of rapture. 


“We are left till the coming of the Lord... For 
the Lord Himself will come down from heaven, with 
a loud command, with the voice of the arch-angel 
and with the trumpet Call of God... After that, we 
who are still alive and are left will be caught up 
together with them in the clouds to meet the Lord in 
the air.” (J Thessalonians 4 : 15-17) 
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“For whenever you eat this bread and drink this 
cup, you proclaim the Lord’s death until he comes.” 


(I Corinthians 11:26) 


Daniel was given a series of visions. God 
showed him the pattern of future history. Daniel 
foresaw nations rising in battle against nations and 
people suffering a lot for no fault of their own. They 
are left in such a sad state until God Himself comes 
to rescue them from all their troubles. He foresaw 
people falling down and worshipping one - 


“One who was like a Son of Man.” 
“In my vision at night I looked, and there before © 
me was one like a Son of Man, coming with the 


clouds of heaven. 


He approached the Ancient of Days and was 
led into His presence. 


He was given authority, glory and sovereign 


power; all peoples, nations and men of every language 
worshipped Him. ' 
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His dominion is an everlasting dominion that ' 
Will not pass away, and his kingdom is one that will 
never be destroyed,” 


(Daniel 7:13-14) 


Zephaniah, like other prophets, talks repeatedly 
about “thé day of the Lord”. There was hope offered 
to a humble remnant if they would seek God. 


“On that day the Lord’s sacrifice... 
on that day I will punish... 
The great day of the Lord is near - 
near and coming quickly, 
Listen! the cry on the day of the 
Lord will be bitter.” 
(Zephaniah 1:8, 14) 


Still some sects who hold a new cult theory are 
of the opinion that Jesus is not in heaven; therefore 
there is no chance for His Second Coming and for 
Judgement. These men are instructed to read the story 
of Stephen as how he was thrown to death for the 
bold statement he made, about the vision to the 
Sanhedrin.

The disciples began to ask him, 
“When shall these things be? 
and what shall be the sign of the coming? 
and of the end of the world?” 
(Matthew 24:3) 


They were utterly preplexed by the predictions 
He made. At the same time they were eager to know 
about the future events. Christ in his answer, looks 
further than their question and instructs his church, 
not only concerning the great events of that age, the 
destruction of Jerusalem, but also concerning His 
Second coming at the end of time which is to take 
place very soon. He told His disciples to prepare 
themselves for the great event that would surely 


happen. Meantime, they must not be deceived by false 
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doctrine. Seducers are more dangerous enemies to 
the church than persecutors. During this discourse, 
three times, he mentions of the appearing of false 
prophets and he warns them not to be ensnared by 
their doctrines. They who killed true prophets and 
true Messiah, will be easily ensnared by false prophets 
and pretended Messiahs. The appearing of this kind 
of allurement towards false doctrine will be a true 
sign for the arrival of the Lord Jesus Christ. ' 


These false prophets and false christs will be 
busily engaged in drawing innocent people to their 
fold. They would even appoint more agents and sub 
agents to do this. When troubles begin to threaten on 
all sides, people will run hither and thither for 
deliverance. Anything that looks like deliverance will 
se easily accepted by people. They would cry saying 
“Lo here! Lo there!.” People should not allow 
themselves to be deceived. Christ is all in all, and He 
vill not be seen here or there. He will come in all his 
slory to collect them on a particular day. That day 
vill be a momentous moment in history. 


These false christs, Christ said, would come 
h with great signs and wonders. If His people 
ppen to see signs or wonders, they must not follow 
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them because they would allure His people ae 
other gods. These are the lying wonders wrought by 
Satan, the prince of the power of the air, Satan does 
it thus to deceive. His people because He hath already 
obtained permission to do so. We must remember the 
magicians of Egypt who by their arts of divination 
and enchantment performed signs and wonders not 
for the glory of God but for themselves. Christ wishes 
His elect ones to protect themselves from any kind of 
delusion. Our saviour gives repeated warnings to His 
disciplies advising them to stand upon their faith 
through the word of God. The greater enemy to true 
faith is credulity; the simple believeth every sign and 
wonder and runs after every cry. 


“Beware of believing” is our motto. Every 
pretender will come forth with a new gospel. We must 
not go after people who say “He is in the desert” or 
“He is in the secret chambers”. Let us not be carried 
about with every wind. Man’s curiosity to know new 
doctrine will land him in a fatal apostasy. But sittin 
still and waiting at our Soverign Lord’s feet will give 
us strength. 


Another sign will be the great commoti 


caused by wars. Nations shall rise up against nations. 
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We shall ever hear of wars and rumours of wars. But 
the chosen ones of God need not be troubled by such 
news. The heart that is fixed, trusting in God and his 
mighty power will enjoy peace which will flow like 
a stream. All these wars have to take place, because 
the justice of God must be established. The honour 
of the Redeemer who laid down His life on the Cross 
for the redemption of His people must be asserted. 


All these things must come to pass because 
every situation is governed by our Soverign Lord. 
Evil is allowed to move but only to meet its own 
end. Even then, the end is not yet; for worse things 
also will happen. An affliction of one type will be 
but the beginning of another. God’s chosen ones are 
expected to fight against the devil, with a steadfast 
mind, will power and determination. They have to 
pull up all courage and encounter what is set before 


them.

that grand occasion. She does not even show anxiety. 
It was for her and for whose sins the Lamb was 
slaughtered; It was for her and for whose scarlet 
garments to be washed, He shed His holy blood to 
the last drop on the cross. He laid down His life on 
the cross as a sacrifice, so that His beloved may live’ 
a peaceful life, freed from her guilty conscience. He 
thought that His bride would long for His arrival, 
day in and day out. But to His great surprise. She is 
seen living a carefree life in secure homes, She is 
lukewarm - neither warm nor cold. The Spirit says, 
“Come Lord Quickly” with a passionate heart. The 
Spirit in her is willing to get ready and prepare herself 
to meet the Lord. But the flesh is weak. The disciples 
at Gethsemene were not able to keep themselves 
awake an hour in prayer when their saviour was about 
to be handed over to the Roman soldiers.

In the New Testament Jesus Christ talks of the 

end of the world. He had many more things to share 
with His disciples. But they would not be able to 
comprehend what he said, he thought. “I have yet 
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many things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them 
now.” 


All the prophets prophesied in an ecstasy. Their 
state was a supernatural one. Paul was giving every 
message out of his own experience. He was certain 
that he was caught up to the third heaven; but he was 
not able to tell if he was ‘in the body or out of the 


body. In the language of the prophets, we come across 
phrases like, 


“I was in the spirit and heard,” 
“the hand of the Lord was upon me,” ° 
“the Spirit of the Lord came upon me.” 


Peter saw a vision - but he did not know whether 
it was in a state of ecstasy or trance. First, he took 
the literal meaning of the vision he saw, of unclean 
birds and animals creeping which were inside a large 
sheet. Later, he understood the spiritual significance . 
of the vision. The.whole Gospel age is looked upon 
as the end-time or “it is the last time”. There is not 
the least doubt in the fact that with the ascension of 
Christ and the descent of the Holy Spirit, the last 
period of the world’s history had begun. The believers 
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have become already the citizens of heaven, * , 
believers are mystically united to Him and therefore 
they are with Him in a spiritual sense, inhabiting th e 
eternal world. Every believer belongs to the heavenly 
world but lives in the earthly sphere. He is a heaven- 
dweller; he is here on earth to mortify all the organs 
of his body. He belongs to Christ. His soul will enter 
into the heavenly homeland at death; on the great 
day of the event of Christ’s coming, his body as well 
as his soul, will certainly inherit the eternal order, 
Therefore, a born-again Christian, longs to be for ever 
with the Lord in heaven. He longs for His coming; to 
his chosen ones the day of the Lord is connected 
with judgement. Various Bible interpretations are 
given about the return of the Lord. 


What is meant by the Greek word “Parousia”? 


The Greek word “Parousia” means personal 
presence and is used of the return of the Lord, as that 
event relates blessings to the godly and destruction 
to the ungodly. The Greek word “Apokalupsis” means 
“unveiling” or “revelation”. This word makes an 
assertion of the visibility of the Lord’s return. The 
scholars hold different views, regarding His return. 
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The theologians distinguish between ‘the rapture’ and 
the ‘revelation’; There takes place “rapture” at Christ’s 
sudden and secret coming in the air to snatch away 
His chosen ones and ‘the revelation’ taking place after 
a seven year interval of trouble following “the 
rapture”. They say, that the first event - the rapture 
or day of Christ, will have no signs to mark its 
approach, while the second event the revelation or 
day of the Lord will have the signs of His approach. 
All these terms, “The Day of the Lord”

Many evangelists go out to preach the word of 
God with their mere salvation experience. They argue 
that the “baptism with the Holy Spirit” was for the 
believers of the Apostolic age alone. Their heads a 
crammed with knowledge and information. They try 
to explicate the verses of the Bible in their own wa 
They preach the truth, the truth as it is in the Gospel 
in its simplicity and purity; but they preach it “in 
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persuasive words of wisdom” and not “in 
demonstration of the spirit and of power.” 
(I Corinthians 2 : 4) 


They preach in the energy of the flesh and not 
in the power of the Holy Spirit. It is dangerous to 
preach the word of God without the power of the 
Spirit. A man whose head is crammed with knowledge 
and information can not give life to the listener. Life 
or Spiritual death to a listener largely depends on 
whether we preach the Lord’s word without or with 
the baptism of Holy Spirit. Those who involve 
themselves in God’s ministry must not be satisfied 
with their salvation experience alone. They can do 
our Lord’s work effectively only if they ask for the 
special anointing from above. The delay of our Lord’s 
Coming is due to such people who are not clothed 
with the power sent from above.

Somehow | 
or other, they plot to take the possession of the 
innocent people. It does not matter to them how they 
take or who gets hurt when they take. They ruin the 
joy of the innocent. They are filled with envious desire 
and confiscate the belongings of the god fearing 
people. The wicked commit more and more sins. 
Ample chances are given to them to repent. But they 
never do so. Therefore, God’s wrath is against such men.

There is power in purity, Purity is power; It is 
the power of self-respect, the power of pleasing Jesus — 
Christ. There is a distinctive anointing only to the 
pure in heart. Only a disciplined life helps one to 
avoid the scar of the scarlet sin, caused by fornication, — 
adultery and homosexuality. It grieves the heart of — 
our loving Father, to see little babies that are born — 
out of wedlock. A house that is built without marriage 
is like a house without roof. God wants to see His — 
people dwell in “secure homes” and “undisturbed 
places of rest.” Even great preachers meet with their 
downfall because of this folly of practising impurity. 
A young man is expected to keep himself like Joseph — 
pure and flee from youthful lusts. Many evangelists 
had fallen because they were allured by the world of — 
adultery, fornication, and homosexuality. 


We come across many instances like young men 
who were brought up by godly parents, choosing the 
pathway of impurity. They desecrate their body instead 
of consecrating it to God. They can very well implore 
forgiveness in this grace period. | 


God himself is the One responsible for our 
sexual desires. He created man and woman with a 
drive for food, drink, sleep and sex. But men and 
women choose of their own free will by selfishly 
giving place to unclean passions. Sex enjoyed before 
marriage or through extra marital affairs brings a 
guilty feeling - “a wound and dishonour, a reproach 
that shall never be wiped away.”
